A CENTURY -AND ONE-HALF AGO 
Thomas Robert Malthus propounded his 
theory of over-population. Roughly it set 
forth the argument that a rising birth rate 
would outstrip production of foodstuffs and 
lead to an impoverishment that could be 
overcome Only through the calamities which 
claimed lives in great numbers and thereby 
restored the balance between available sub 
sistence and mouths that had. to be fed 
in the western world, his thesis has gener. 
ally been discounted on the grounds that 
every new mouth to be fed was accompanied 
by two hands that could further agricultural 
output,.and that new developments in pro- 
duction would overcome the scarcities. In 
sections of the Orient, however, his sub- 
missions have been refuted in theory only.

Sanger, American birth control pioneer, has 
Proposed that Britain should ban babies for 
the next 10 years, her argument being that 
“It’s pretty certain that the world won’t be 
able to produce enough food to support any 
more babies for at least 10 years.”
